You are hereby notified to meet at Union Hall, said Lempster, on 
Tuesday, the 10th day of March at ten of the clock, in the forenoon, to 
open the polls for voting for candidates, and at one o’clock in the 
afternoon for the discussion of the Articles of the Warrant. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing; and to vote on the following question, ‘Shall the provisions 
of Chapter 171A of the Revised Laws relative to playing Beano be 
adopted in the Town?” 


Article 2. To receive all reports and act thereon. 


Article 3. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the following purposes for the ensuing year.

Winter 6,000.00 
Bridges - 1,000.00 
General Expenses 2,000.00 
Mowing Roadsides 450.00 
Town Dump 400.00

Article 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for the Town in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$500.00 for the Highway Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
regulations to promote the development of the area surrounding and 
abutting the lake of site D-1 as recommended by the Committee so 
authorized by the Town at the 1968 Annual Town Meeting: — 


DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS 
eee, 


Section 1: All lot sizes, except as hereinafter provided, shall 
consist of at least three-quarters of an acre; except that the Lempster 
Development Committee may, if it deems proper, grant a variance of 
said minimum lot size, but provided always, that no lot size shall be 
approved which is less than one-half of an acre. 


Section 2: All buildings constructed on said lot shall be set 
back from the waterfront of the lake a minimum of fifty (50) feet 
and a minimum of twenty-five (25) feet from the high flowage mark, 
except that the Lempster Development Committee may, if it deems 
proper, grant a variance of the herein regulation. 


Section 3: Each lot shall have two (2) side yards, and a rear 
yard and no building shall be constructed on said lot nearer than 
twenty (20) feet from the property line of adjoining lot owners. Except 
as provided in Section 2, no building shall be constructed nearer than 
twenty-five (25) from the front line of said lot. 


Section 4: No permanent building shall be covered with tarpaper, 
sheathing paper or other temporary wall covering and the roof 
thereof shall be covered with fire resistant materials and shall not 
be covered with tarpaper, wood, wood shingles or other combustible 
material. 


Section 5: All chimneys constructed to be used with such building 
and intended for live fires, whether inside or outside of the building, 
shall be constructed of such material as is approved by the Lempster 
Development Committee and shall be equipped with suitable spark 
arrestors. 


Section 6: The minimum area per dwelling unit shall be four 
hundred (400) square feet liveable area on the first floor of said unit. 


Section 7: All wharfs or docks to be constructed must first 
receive the approval of the Lempster Development Committee. 


Section 8: No commercial enterprise shall be allowed in this 
development except as approved by the Lempster Development 
Committee. 


Section 9: All sewage disposal units shall meet the requirements 
as set forth by state law. 


Section 10: All developers and/or land owners shall reserve a 
fifty (50) foot wide right of way over and across their lands traversing 
around the lake and which right of way shall be laid out by mutual 
agreement between the developer and/or the land owner and the 
Lempster Development Committee. 


Section 11: All developers and/or land owners must submit 
plans of development to the Lempster Development Committee for 
approval before any development commences. 
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Section 12: Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Lempster 
Development Committee shall have a right of appeal to the Board 
of Selectmen and the appeal procedure followed shall conform with 
Chapter 31 of N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated. 


Section 13: Whoever violates the provisions of this regulation 
shall be fined $10.00 for each day that said violation continues. 


Section 14: The Board of Selectmen, in addition to other 
remedies, may institute appropriate action or proceedings to prevent, 
restrain, correct or abate any such violations. 


Section 15: The invalidity of any section or provision of these 
regulations shall not invalidate any other section or provision hereof. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to elect a committee of 
three members to be known as the Lempster Development Committee 
which shall have the power to control and promote the development of 
the area surrounding and abutting the lake of site D-1 as per vote of 
the Town and from time to time, recommend planning, rules and regu- 
lations pertaining to said site to the Board of Selectmen for submission 
to the Town for its consideration. 


When the committee is first elected, one member shall be elected 
for one year, one for two years and one for three years and there- 
after the Town shall annually elect one member for a term of three 
years. Vacancies shall be filled by the Board of Selecmen for the 
unexpired term. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Article 6 and 
Article 7 to apply to the development of all areas surrounding and 
abutting all other lakes and ponds situated in the Town of Lempster. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to accept in part or in 
whole of the building code regulations as presented by the committee 
appointed at the 1969 Town Meeting for this purpose. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will accept in Trust, the sum 
of $200.00 to be known as the Carl Rudenfeldt Trust Fund. 


Article 11. To see what action the Town will vote to continue 
the Town Forest Committee and to take any necessary action thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise $952.22 for 
T.R.A.; the State will contribute $6,348.11. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to seal the Mountain Road. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote $200.00 to keep the 
Information Booth open from June 27 to Sept. 27. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote $100.00 to continue 
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the Town History Fund established in 1955. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $800.00 for the Fire Department’s annual expenses. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to purchase Liability Insurance for the Town and raise $1,300.00 
to cover expense thereof. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $1,000.00 
to reduce the Town deficit. 


Article 19. To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the plan 
service in any class or classes of positions of election officials or 
election workers for a calendar quarter in which the remuneration 
paid for such service is less than $50.00. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise $500.00 for 
the Town’s share of Social Security for its employees. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to take any action in 
regard to trailers and a building code and appoint a committee to 
bring in a report and recommendations on same at the 1971 Town 
Meeting. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 for the Newport Area Home Health Agency. This 
sum to be used for Lempster residents. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise $32.00 for the 
D. L. R. Association. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise $80.00 for the 
control of White Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,000.00 for 
interest on notes. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $200.00 
to help maintain and support the Newport Hospital. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to allow 3% discount on taxes, if paid on or before Sept. 1 based 
on 80% of last year’s taxes, and 2% discount on taxes if paid on or 
before Oct. 1 using the same base. 


Article 28. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


Your municipality is currently preparing its 1970 budget, and 
I recommended that the sum of $80.00 be included in your budget for 
participation in the White Pine Blister Rust Control Program. 

During 1969; the sum of $68,500 was expended on blister rust 
control of which approximately $18,000 was contributed by 143 muni- 
cipalities. This contribution, together with state and federal funds, 
helped to maintain white pine on more than two and one-half million 
acres in New Hampshire, being the largest control area in the 
United States. 

Approximately 70% of all lumber cut in New Hampshire is white 
pine and more than 17% of our labor force is sustained by white pine 
logging, manufacture, and sales. Furthermore, the contribution of 
this tree species to the natural beauty of New Hamshire is immeasure- 
able. 

Control of this fungus disease has been established over most 
of the control area. However, it is necessary to periodically examine 
all pine areas and destroy currant and gooseberry bushes which are 
part of the life cycle of this destructive disease. 

The Division of Resources Development is assigned the responsi- 
bility of directing the field work and continued financial cooperation 
on the past of municipalities is still essential in the program as it 
has been in past years. We, therefore, urge your appropriation of 
the requested sum to help maintain the economic status of white 
pine and the natural beauty which it lends to our state. 

You may refer to RSA 223 regarding the role of municipalities 
in the control of blister rust or call this office for further information.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in this area. Frequent rains 
kept the danger to a minimum and there were few violations. Your 
Forest Fire Warden’s job would be easier if everyone understood the 
State Laws that govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of 
these laws follows: 

Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland 
anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash 
as well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal 
conditions with permission of the District Chief and a permit from 
the Fire Warden. 

Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your property with permis- 
sion of the Fire Warden. On another’s property with written permis- 
sion of the landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The Warden 
can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires 
in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the La- 
conia Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in 
public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for 
this purpose. 

Penalties 

1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00; or 
imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall 
endanger woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s im- 
prisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before 
leaving it the same penalties as in (1) above. 

4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland maxi- 
mum fine of $25.00. 

Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our 
town free from smokes in 1970.

The Lempster Lake Planning Committee was appointed by the 
Selectmen on authority of a vote at the 1969 Town Meeting. 


The purpose of the committee was to work with the Selectmen 
and representatives of the State and Federal governments to plan the 
development of the lake. 


The members chosen by the Selectmen were: George Fijux, James 
Allen, Robert Olds, Paul Chesner and Charles S. Dow. 


The committee met several times with the Selectmen. At several 
of these meetings representatives of the County, State and Federal 
organizations were present to present their views. 


The planning for the lake was completed and in September 1969 
a work plan was sent to Washington for approval. We hope to hear 
from Washington in the late spring. 


We tried to keep in mind the advisability of an orderly develop- 
ment that would not ruin our environment nor pollute our waters. 


We came up with a few basic rules that are presented to you 
in the articles of the warrant for your approval. 


We would like to report our great good fortune of having several 
portions of land donated to the Town when the lake is constructed. 


Ruth Curtis has donated 9.2 acres plus a right of way for the 
change in location of the Mill Road. 


The Highview Church Farm has donated 130 acres. Charles Newton 
has donated 1.7 acres, Tom Davis of the Davis Enterprises has donated 
12.8 acres, Harold Whiting has donated 1.2 acres, John Wirkkala has 
donated 4.9 acres and the Town of Lempster already owned 45.2 acres. 
All this land will be flooded at some time. This means that the Town 
will own 205 acres of the land to be flooded and this will reduce 
the cost to the Town for the construction of the lake. 


There are other ways that the Town can save money and we 
hope to explore those possibilities further in the coming year. 


I wish to thank the Selectmen and the Town for giving me the 
opportunity of working with such a fine group of men.

year term. Always interested in the betterment of young people and 
her community, her kindly counsel will be greatly missed.
